Woop.ianp, (Cal.), Sept. 
‘lifeless bodies of Miss May Adams 

and J. W. Montgomery were discov- 
me this morning lying in the rear 
yard of a small unoccupied residence 
on College street, one block from 
Byrnes hotel. A vial labled poison, 
also a Smith & Wesson 38-callible 
pistol was found between the bodies. 
On investigation it appeared that 
Montgomery first shot Miss Adams in 
the left temple and then turned the 
revolver and fired a fatal shot through 
his own brain, entering the right tem- 
ple. People in the neighborhood 
heard two shots fired at short intervals 
at 8 o’clock last night. Those were pro- 
bably the fatal shots. Miss Adams is 
the daughter of Hon. L. B. Adams 
who represented this county in the 
Legislature two terms. Montgomery 
is the son of Judge Montgomery of 
Stockton. The supposition is that the 
murder and suicide is the result of a 
refusal on the part of the lady’s par- 
ents to permit their marriage. The 
Coroner hastaken charge of the bodies 
and will hold an inquest. 

Stockton, Sept. 17.—W. S. Mont- 
gomery, the father of the young man 
who suicided, left here this morning 
for Woodland. He is a boarder at the 
Asylum here, and although regularly 
committed, is not insane. He has 
been an editorial writer for several 
journals, including the Fresno papers. 
He was a prominent lawyer here for 
many years, but has been out of prac- 
tice for a long time, and is perfectly 
contented to remain at the asylum 
with bis books and papers.

The Alta engines have been straining 
some time on water onghe Gold Hill 
mines and this water that was being 
lessened was what was found would 
rise. Though the damage is very 
great, from present appearances the 
repairs will not take long, as most of 
the work will be to renew the timbers 
and mend the engine and _Pumpe.

Reaching the Mount Vernon 
House, Ostrom left Galavotti’s body 
and hid the bullion in the brush and 
then rode to this city to notify the of- 
officers. A wagon has just gone out 
after the dead Superintendent’s body 
and several squads of armed men are 
starting for the scene of the murder. 

A wagon has just brougùt in Gala- 
votti’s body. The ball entered the 
face at the left side of the nose and he 
died instantly. Ostrom says he first 
thought Galavotti’s own gun had been 
discharged accidentally, so close was 
the shot fired. It is generally be- 
lieved there were two robbers, al- 
though Ostrom thinks there was but 
one. Galavotti leaves a widow, but 
no children. Scores of men are 
searching the Yuba canyon and out- 
lying country, but asthe territory is 
rugged and heavily timbered, there is 
little chance of capturing the crimi- 
nals.

On the top floor of Nos. 63 and 64,

On the floors underneath were many 
thousands of dollars worth of coffee, 
spices, dried fruits, cochineal, qui- 
nine, cinnamon, tea, Indian hemp, 
opium and drugs and fcod stuffs of 
many varieties, all more or less dam- 
aged by water from the top floor, and 
some of them even stained by the col- 
ored poisons. 

When the Inspectors made their re- 
port to President Wilson bis hair 
stood on end from fright, to think of 
what immense loss of life must inevit- 
ably have followed the sale of the 
damaged goods, which was uverted 
only by the merest accident. 


ANCIENT IRRIGATION. 


it Began with the Garden of Eden 
on the Euphrates. 
A writer on irrigation in the Salt 
Lake Tribune says: History does not 
record the fact that our common cre- 
ator Adam irrigated the Garden of 
Eden, but the traveler of to-day, and 
the writer himself has been there, 
who journeys by steamboat on the 
waters Of the Euphrates, can hardly 


doubt that such was the case. As the 
steamer stays its course at the little 
village of Koornah, the reputed sacred 
spot, we see the Arab families reclin- 
ing beneath the shade of majestic date 
palms, whose fearthery branches, 
towering skyward, shut out the fierce 
rays of the Mesopotamian sun. From 
the underwood of pomegranate bushes, 
weighted with crimson fruit, comes 
the sweet note of the bulbul, the Ori- 
ental nightingale. A huge, fantastic 
wheel, revolving in the stream by the 
force of the swift waters hurrying sea- 
ward from their birthplace in the 
snows of Mount Ararat, completes the 
scene, and from the splashing of the 
waters we learn the source of the tiny 
rivulets threading their way amongst 
the trees. 

There is nothing in the appearance 
of this region to indicate that the cli- 
matic conditions to-day differ from 
what they were five or ten thousand 
years ago, and the conclusion is forced 
upon us that Adam’s garden was sus- 
tianed by the same method as that of 
his modern successor, the Arab, and 
as ours in the valleys of Utah.

Its name is apparently 
used in certain parts of China in the 
same sense as Methusaleh in this coun- 
try.

Seeing by Touch. 

A Russian physician is credited with 
the invention of an instrument by 
which persons totally blind are able to 
perceive light through the sense of 
touch.
